The  note  of  caution  expressed  in  last  years  report  in  relation  to  the  low  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  appears  to  be 
warranted,  as  the  rate  for  1962  has  risen  from  20. 10  to  36.36.  This  is  somewhat  disappointing  in  the  light  of  the  im- 
provements in  the  Maternity  Service  which  have  been  effected.  On  the  other  hand,  too  pessimistic  a view  should  not  be 
taken,  as  marked  variations  are  bound  to  occur  because  of  the  relatively  small  number  of  births,  involved.  The  general 
tendancy  however,  over  the  years  continues  to  show  a decrease  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate.

SMALLPOX 

The  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  South  Wales  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  affected 
the  neighbouring  area  of  the  Rhondda.  Fortunately,  however,  no  cases  occured  within 
the  Aberdare  Urban  District,  although  there  were  many  contacts  of  actual  cases  which 
had  to  be  kept  under  close  twice  daily  surveillance  for  twenty  one  days.  As  can  be 
expected  too,  there  were  very  many  requests  from  General  Practitioners  for  consulta- 
tion on  patients  exhibiting  skin  rashes.  These  were  of  almost  infinate  variety  many 
were  due  to  chickenpox,  but  the  majority  to  the  affects  of  vaccination. 

41,097  people  were  vaccinated  in  the  Aberdare  and  Mountain  Ash  area,  at 
local  Health  Authority  Clinics  and  by  local  practitioners. 

Steps  were  taken  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  to  prepare  the  Fed  whir 
Convalescent  Hospital  for  use  as  a second-line  Smallpox  Hospital,  and  this  was  carried 
out  by  the  Merthyr  and  Aberdare  Hospital  Management  Committee,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Health  Department.  Fortunately,  the  necessity  for  the  use  of  this  hospital 
for  this  purpose  did  not  arise. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936  (Section  167,  sub.  sec.  4) 

Authority  is  given  to  Local  Authorities  under  the  above  Section  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  to  replace  bedding  soiled  and  suspected  of  containing  infection  after 
infectious  diseases. 

No  such  replacement  was  made  in  my  district  during  1962. 


TUBERCULOSIS

SEWERAGE 

In  previous  Annual  Reports  I have  stated  that  the  preliminary  investigation 
of  the  sewerage  system  in  this  district  had  been  carried  out,  and  that  it  had  confirmed 
the  departments  view  that  the  system  generally  speaking  was  unsatisfactory,  as 
was  also  the  final  method  of  disposal  at  the  Abercynon  Sewage  Farm,  which  is  ad- 
ministered by  Merthyr  and  Aberdare  Joint  Farms  Committee. 


In  last  year’s  Report,  I stated  that  while  nothing  concrete  had  been  done  to 
remedy  this  state  of  affairs,  initial  steps  had  been  taken  which,  it  was  hoped,  wou 
lead  to  the  carrying  out  of  a comprehensive  survey  of  the  sewerage  system  by  con- 
sultants. In  1962,  futher  progress  was  made  towards  this  end  in  conjunction  with 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  1963  ought  to  see  this  survey 
which  will  cover  the  whole  of  the  Cynon  Valley  and  include  recommendations  on 
the  problem  of  disposal,  well  under  way.

The  waters  from  these  two  sources,  are  soft,  acid,  of  a peaty  character,  and 
frequently  highly  coloured,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  both  waters  in  the  past  received 
chemical  treatment  with  Soda  Ash  and  Alum,  prior  to  mechanical  filtration  chlorina- 
tion and  re-adjustment  of  the  pH,  the  condition  of  the  waters  after  such  treatment 
frequently  fell  short  of  a desirable  standard.  This  state  of  affairs  as  mentioned  in 
previous  reports,  necessitated  the  installation  of  additional  treatment  plant  including 
contact  coagulation  tanks,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  this  scheme  was  completed 
in  1962.  While  inevitable  teething  troubles  have  been  experienced  the  additional 
equiptment  has  undoubtedly  improved  the  condition  of  these  waters. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a new  complication  arose  in  relation  to  theNanthir 
Reservoir  namely  the  proposed  construction  of  a bridge  over  the  reservoir  carrying 
the  new  Neath  Abergavenny  Trunk  Road.  The  construction  of  this  bridge  resulted 
in  the  Aberdare  Counc’l  laying  down  rigid  conditions  for  the  protection  of  the  purity 
of  the  water  supply  and  these  conditions  included  the  provision  that  all  persons 
engaged  in,  or  associated  with,  construction  works  in  this  vicinity,  including  persons 
having  occasion  to  visit  these  parts  of  the  works  at  or  adjoining  the  reservoir,  should 
submit  themselves  to  such  medical  examination  and  bacteriological  investigation  as 
the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  might  require,  and  the  cost  of  such  examina- 
tions and  investigations  should  be  reimbursed  to  the  Council. 

Reference  to  the  table  showing  the  results  of  Bacteriological  and  Chemical 
tests  of  the  water  supplies  on  the  previous  page  will  indicate  that  the  number  of  tests 
taken  have  been  very  considerable  increased,  so  as  to  ensure  the  closest  possible  control 
over  the  situation. 

2.  Bwllfa,  Graig  Supplies 

Unlike  the  waters  from  the  various  other  sources  supplying  the  district  the 
Bwllfa-Graig  water  is  usually  alkaline  and  considerable  harder.  It  is  naturally,  a 
good  quality  water.  Treatment  consists  of  filtration  by  two  slow  sand  filters  and 
subsequent  chlorination. 

In  last  years  report  it  was  stated  that  the  scheme,  agreed  by  the  Council,  to 
modernise  the  treatment  plant,  had  reached  the  stage  when  consultants  had  been 
engaged  and  detailed  proposals,  to  replace  the  sand  filters  by  mechanical  filters,  placed 
before  the  Ministry  for  approval.  It  can  now  be  said  that  Ministry  approval  has  been 
granted  for  this  scheme  and  consultants  instructed  to  proceed  with  it. 

3.  Amanfach  and  Pwlfa  Supplies 

The  Nantamanfach  Reservoir  is  now  only  used  for  emergency  purposes,  the 
Pwllfa  Reservoir  being  the  main  supply  supplemented  when  necessary  by  water 
from  the  Bedwlwyn  Level. 

4.  Neuadd.  Taf  Fechan  Water  Board 

It  is  still  necessary  to  secondarily  chlorinate  the  treated  water,  purchased  by 
the  Council  from  the  Board,  shortly  after  it  enters  this  area. 

5.  Blaennant-y-Grocs  Supply 

The  scheme  for  improving  the  supply  of  water  to  parts  of  Cwmbach,  replacing 
the  old  Blaennant-y-Groes  tank  supply,  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  has  produced 
the  desired  affect. 
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Distribution  Mains 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  some  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  taken 
within  the  district  can,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  be  attributed, 
in  some  instances,  to  very  old  distribution  mains  and  in  others  to  dead  ends. 

Futrher  work  on  the  replacement  of  the  old  mains  and  the  formation  of  ling 
mains  has  continued  throughout  the  year . 

River  Pollution 

There  i.  little  to  be  said  with  iegard  to  the  River  Cynon,  other  than  that  it  has 
been  maintained  in  a relatively  satisfactory  condition,  at  least  to  the  naked  eye.  Little 
further  improvement  con  be  expected  until  the  recomendations  of  the  sewerage 
survey  implemented,  when  this  is  done  the  state  of  the  river  will  become  much  more 
secure. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

No  change  in  rela  ion  to  the  problems  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  affecting  the 
district  has  occured  worthy  of  note,  during  the  year. 

The  major  source  of  pollution  in  the  district  continues  to  be  the  Phurnacite 
Plant,  in  spite  of  the  very  real  and  expensive  improvements  that  have  been  effected 
there.  The  stage  has  been  reached,  where  apart  from  a major  technical  breakthrough, 
which  appears  at  the  present  to  be  unlikely,  all  that  can  be  reasonably  expected  is  that, 
the  remedial  measures  introduced  into  the  plant  be  operated  at  their  highest  degree  of 
efficiency,  and  constant  endevour  made  to  seek  svwy  all  possible  opportunities  of 
minimizing  the  pollutants  emulating  from  the  plant. 

Comparative  Statistical  Information 

Included  once  more  in  this  Report  are,  the  tables  shewing  the  results  of  the 
analyser,  made,  during  the  year,  of  the  deposits  at  the  atmospheric  pollution  measuring 
stations  set  up  in  various  points  in  the  Aberdare  and  Mountain  Ash  Urban  Districts. 
As  in  previous  years,  these  results  continued  to  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  National  Coal  Board,  as  well  as  being  reported, 
periodically,  to  the  two  Councils  concerned. 

As  a rough  and  by  no  means  scientific  guide,  an  approximation  of  the  standards 
of  pollution  to  be  expected  in  the  varying  atmospheric  conditions  to  be  found  injthe 
country,  a clean  town  and  a “ black  ” area  of  dense  population  and  heavy  industrial 
development  is  given  below. 

Finally  the  warning  is  reiterated  as  to  the  dangers  arising  from  efforts  to  pro- 
duce, from  these  figures  scientific  conclusions  rather  than  as  is  the  intention  material 
of  general  interest  value.

MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 
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CINEMAS 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  approved  certificates  of  fitness  sub- 
mitted by  licensees  with  regard  to  First  Aid,  Fire  Fighting,  etc.,  and  electrical  in- 
stallations. The  certificates  showed  a satisfactory  position.  This  service  is  admin- 
istrated by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

The  greatest  posible  liaison  exists  between  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the 
Glamorgan  Fire  Service  and  the  Local  Authority  with  regard  to  cinema  supervision. 
Inspections  are  carried  out  periodically  by  the  Shops  Inspector. 

Periodical  inspections  of  all  cinemas  have  also  been  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  inspections  of  the  sanitary  facilities  provided  carried  out. 

There  is  a continued  tendency  for  some  patrons  to  misuse  the  sanitary  con- 
veniences, and  this  tendency  in  the  main  is  restricted  to  certain  evenings.  This  situa- 
tion is  to  be  deplored  and  it  is  a pity  that  the  offenders  could  not  be  caught  and  an 
example  made  of  them. 

Otherwise  the  position  is  reasonably  satisfactory. 

LICENSED  PREMISES— HYGIENE 

All  licensed  premises  within  the  district  are  periodically  inspected  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

Where  necessary  improvements  have  been  required  and  carried  out  for  the 
satisfactory  maintainance  of  hygiene  at  these  premises. 

Inspections  of  Licensed  premises  have  as  their  main  purpose  the  ensuring 
that  the  Hygiene  Regulations  are  observed. 

Frequently  however,  repairs  and  improvements  are  effected  in  the  living  quar- 
ters of  the  licencee  following  upon  representations  to  the  owners. 

There  is  a continued  trend  towards  the  general  improvement  of  licensed  pre- 
mises and  the  ‘ old  pub  ’ is  fast  going  out  of  existence,  todays  patrons  demand  a degree 
of  comfort,  this  improved  standard  is  probably  good  business,  it  is  also  frequently 
good  hygiene  and  is  to  be  commended. 

Similar  to  past  reports,  I have  to  state  that  the  greatest  liaison  exists  between 
the  Licensing  Justices,  the  Superintendent  of  Police  and  the  Public  Health  Department, 
with  regard  to  the  hygiene  and  inspection  of  licensed  premises  in  the  district. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department  is  responsible  for  the 
scavenging  and  road  cleansing  service.  Road  gullies  are  emptied  by  a mechanical 
gully  emptier  and  all  refuse  collected  by  mechanically  propelled  vehicles.  The  official 
tipping  site  in  the  area  is  situated  at 

Ynyscynon  Site,  Aberaman 

This  is  a long  term  project  designed  also  to  elevate  land  frequently  flooded  and 
so  reclaim  it  for  practical  use. 

The  indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  remains  a real  and  very  difficult  problem 
but  every  effort  has  been  made  by  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  stop  this 
practice. 

The  implementation  of  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  refuse  bins 
to  house-holders  throughout  the  area,  may  contribute  something  towards  the  allevia- 
tion of  this  problem.

The  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  District,  and  during 
the  year  the  number  of  samples  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  approxi- 
mated to  one  sample  per  168  members  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  for  qualitative  analysis  was  232’ 
comprising  of  51  milks,  176  other  foods,  3 of  spirits  and  2 of  ice  cream.  Of  the  232 
samples  2 were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  due  to  being  wrongly  labelled,  being 
0.86  of  the  whole.  The  report  on  the  unsatisfactory  samples  and  the  result  of  the

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HOUSING  REPAIRS 


I have  to  report  similar  to  past  years  that  housing  repairs  during  the  year  have 
not  been  without  their  unsolved  problems  of  getting  landlords  to  undertake  repairs. 
Continued  efforts  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  improve  the  conditions  of  the 
older  properties  have  resulted  in  a substantial  number  of  houses  being  attended  to, 
although  it  has  been  necessary  to  resort  to  formal  action  in  some  cases. 

The  high  cost  of  labour  and  materials  continues  to  make  the  task  of  enforcing 
housing  repairs,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  lower  rented  properties,  a most  difficult 
one  to  deal  with.
